4 hours in person and 3 hours online
training followed by an exam. May/June Multiple Dates Available. Courses may not be
held in Greenwich but will be held within Fairfield County.

* Early voting, absentee ballots and election day registration. Thursday, September 28

* Observation of tabulator testing. Thursday, October 26 @ 9 AM - 3 PM. Must attend for
1 hour.

* Attendance at Electronic Pollbook training. Tuesday, October 24 @ 6 PM or Thursday,
